I want to oall your attention to the situation of the Catholic Indians 


of the Christian Island Reserve, a situation which has been of long duration 


but of which I was not quite familiar until some months ago. There are on the 
Reserve about three hundred and fifty Indians, of white about one-third are 
Catholicos. There is one school, at which I think sixty children are registered, 
and of these twenty-eight or thirty are Catholies. There are two teachers, beth 
Protestants, and the Principal is a minister of the United Church. 

I made enquiries about a month ago at your Department and wae told that, 
insofar as the Department kmew, there was no Catholic school on the Christian 
Island Reserve, but only a school conducted by the United Church. This is a 
situation which will have to be remedied. 
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I am very reluctant to cause any diffieulty or any embarrassment, and 
T am aware that the funds of the Indian Department are at a very low ebb through 
the need of the practice of rigid eoonemy. By rights, of course, in accordance 
with the Indian Act the Protestants should have their school and the Catholics 
theirs. This would necessitate the building of a new school, 

However, if the Department preferred and the United Church authorities 
ecnourred in the arrangement, we should be satisfied for the Present, and as a 
temporary expedient, to have a joint school for Protestant and Catholic children, 
But we should have to insist that one of the teachers be a Catholic and that 
the Principal be not a minister of the United Church.

There is no information showing the percentage of 
Roman Catholics among the children of school age (70). 
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This is the first time that the Roman Catholic 
Church authorities have expressed a wish to have a teacher of 
their religion on the Christian Island Reserve.

Home Missions has been permitted to make the nomination. 


In the fall of 1933, it was pointed out 
to the Department that the attendance at this school had 
increased to such an extent that a second teacher was 
necessary and Mr. Vernon H. Morris was appointed (reference

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In my telephone conversation this afternoon I renewed my offer to go 
from Toronto to Ottawa and lay the matter before the Minister and give 
whatever additional information would be needed to expedite matters. I had 
made that offer previously in a long distance telephone call on August 14th 
and again in my letter of Auguet 29th. 

On several oceasions I have had to exercise patience with what looked 
like an anti-Catholic bias in the Department of Indian Affairs. This is an 
ugly charge to make and I have never made it up to the present, but if re- 
quired I will produce instances from within my om experience, But in none 
of these instances has this bias gone to the extent of a direct and evident 
and complete disregard of the rights of the Catholic Indians, and I refuse 
to believe that the Indian Department will care to go on record as anti- 
Catholic. 

In my letter of August 30th addressed to the Honourable the Minister of 
the Interior and Superintendent of Indian Affaire and in my letter of the 
same date to the Deputy Superintendent I stated that I had received instruc- 
tions from the Right Reverend Monsignor Carroll, Administrator of the Arch- 
diocese of Toronto, to advise the Indiens through their missionary that 
they were not to attend a school that was purely a Protestant school, and

With reference to your memorandum of the 13th 
instant, regarding the Christian Island School, I beg to 
gay that the only way in which your suggestion could be 
carried out would be as follows:- 


1. Transfer Mr. Morris from Christian Island to 
Oneida No. 2 School - in doing thie, his salary 
could be increased from the amount of $800, which 
he ia paid at Christian Island, to $850, which is 
the salary rating at the Oneida No. 2 School. 


Transfer Mises M. M. O'Toole from the Lower 
French River School to Christian Island - salary 
rate at Lower French River is $800 a year, which 
is the same as has been paid Mr. Morris at 
Christian Island. 


Transfer Mr. Carruthers from Oneida No. 2 to 
Lower French River. This would involve decreasing 
his salary from $850, which he is at present re- 
ceiving, to $800, which is the salary rating at 
Lower French River. 


I would also point out that, in the event of these 
transfers bei made, the Regulations do not permit the 
Department paying the transportation expenses of the 
teachers transferred. In the case of Miss O'Toole, the 
transfer would involve a trip of approximately 150 miles. 


The reason I Suqanec Miss O'Toole's name is that 
she is the only tescher in a Roman Catholic Indian Day 
School in Ontario who is paid a salary rate of $800.00, 
which, as pointed out above, corresponds with the rate that 
hae been allowed Mr. Morris at Christian Island.

I am given to understand that the present chief is 
sending a petition to Ottawa to not allow the Catholic school to 
Continue. ‘hat, of course, will no doubt be ignored as it should be 
considering the circumstances. 


The teacher of the Public Indian School is, as you know, 
a@ minister. I suppose he is paid by the Department for teaching the 
school, and if so, in my humble opinion, he should be instructed to 
avoid creating any ill-feeling and should be urged to lead in the 
oreating an agreeable atmosphere now that the decision has been made 
to have a school for the Catholic children. He is in a position to 
lead in co-operation. 


I suppose it is out of the question to take steps to 
immediately erect a building having a classroom (24' by 32'), a 
Kitohen (12" by 12') and bedroom (12' by 12"). ‘The only cellar needed 
would be a small one in which to keep food in the warm weather, a 
box stove can heat the classroom, only a kitohen stove would then be 
needed. A frame building wouldn't cost so very much. I understand 
that there is an Indian on the Island named Frank Copegog who is a 
gece CasEro rae and who could direct the erection of it under the Indian 
agent. 
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The most urgent things now are wood supply, caretaker, (for 
the school in the shurany, the making suitable accommodations in the 
church for the school (stove pipes, etc.) and the equipment (see next 
sheet.) The matter of the teacher's residence is setttet as long as 
the teacher stays at the home of the Indian agent, but it may not do 
during the winter.

T understand 
that the order was that school would be held in the Council Mall. The 
Catholios, however, were prohibited from using it and ## they intend 
to use the church which oan be made satisfactory for the time being. 
There are 28 children in attendance. Twelve old single desks were 
allowed their use. There is no blackboard or equipment of any kind, 
only a few pieces of chalk were given the teacher. I am enclosing 
on a separate sheet the equipment that is urgently needed.

With reference to your visit next week to the 
Christian Island Reserve, the Department now understands 
that the Re C. Day School has been opened in the church. 
You should instruct the Indian Agent to rohase and 
deliver to the school, at once, eight (a) te: the of 
stove pipe and the wood that is required te he winter, 
also 1 basin, 1 pail, 1 looking glass, 6 cups, 6 bars of 
soap, 10 yards of towelling, 1 axe and 1 broom. 


Two toilets have been erected and the Agent 
should forward certified accounts, in triplicate, covering 
their cost. 


At the present time, the teacher is living with the 
Indian Agent but, in the winter, it may be necessary for her to 
reside at the back of the church. In that event, a kitchen 
stove, bed, bedding, kitchen table, chairs, Coleman lamp, cooking 
utensils, dishes and other articles will be required. You should 
inetruct the Agent to arrange for the purchase of these when 
Miss O'Toole finds it necessary, owing to weather conditions, to 
live in the back of the church. It is understood, of course, 
that only serviceable articles will be purchased and the cost 
kept as low as possible. You should impress upon the Agent that 
the Department wishes this teacher made as comfortable as possible.

I am, also, informed that only 12 single desks have 
been placed in the church and, as there are 28 children in 
attendance, a request has been received for 16 additional desks. 
I would appreciate your investigating this matter as scon as you 
reach the r rve and, if other desks are not available, you 
should advi the Department at once regardi the number of new 
single desks uired and the ages of the children by whom the 
desks will be used.

On several occasions I have had to exercise 
patience with what looked like an anti-Catholic bias in the 
Department of Indian Affairs, This is an ugly charge to 
make and I have never made it up to the esent, but if 
required I will produce instances from within my own experience, 
But in none of these instances hae this bias gone to the extent 
of a direct and evident and complete disregard of the rights 
of the Catholic Indians, and I refuse to believe that the 
Indian Department will care to go on record as anti-Catholic, 


In my letter of August 30th addressed to the 
Honourable the Minister of the Interior and Superintendent of 
Indian Affaire and in my letter of the same date to the Deputy 
Superintendent I stated that I had re 4 instructions from 
the Right Reverend Monéignor Carroll, Administrator of the 
Archdiocese of Toronto, to advise the Indians through their 
missionery that they were not to attend a school that was 
purely a Protestant school, and so long as it remains an 
exclusively Protestant school, With the permission of the 
Administrator I have withheld that notificetion until now in 
the hope that it would not prove necessary, and in order to 
allow the Department to do the fair and proper thing. 


The Departme mingly has not appreciated 
this, and unless I hear immediately I shall feel bound to act 
without further delay. 


I asked that a telegram be sent to me today 
in Toronto or tomorrow in North Bay.

September 12th}, Mr. Murphy seemed strongly of the opinion 
that it would be better to separate all the children by 
religions, placing all the Catholic children under the 
Catholic teacher and all the Protestant children under the 
Protestant teacher, He thought this better than separating 
the children according to their ades; giving the lower grades 
to one tescher and the upper grades to another, 


Father Labelle, our missionary at 
Christian Island, called to see me this morning and he is 
very strongly of the same opinion, namely that the children 
should be separated according to religion rather than to grade. 
In this way friction will be avoided and both parties will be 
satisfied, I hope this will be done, 


I am sorry to say that the missionary's 
house which I said we would offer to the teacher will prove too 
cold for her occupancy, once the cold weather sets in, but 
Father Labelle says that the teacher will have no difficulty in 
finding querters near the shhool in the house of one of the q 
families, e Department can count upon our fullest cooper- 
ation in the matter,

I advisud Sister to have Junior return 
to the School of previous attendance until such time as 
Application for Transfer was made and approved or dis- 
approved by the Indian Affairs Branch. 

I neglected to say that I had previously inf- 
ormed Miss Elford that there might be some non-attendance 
by Junior in that he might be doing certain chores for 
his mothers Actually School Regulations do not permit 
me to give him leave of absence, but I felt it was only 
being reasonable to allow him e certain amount. His 
absence apparently was too great. 

Last evening I received your note explaining 
your feelings and I can appreciate the fact of your almost 
despair. T trust also, Leonard, that you too will apprec- 
late the fact of the heaps of extra work which has been 
thrust upon us as a result of Mr. Rawling's leaving. It 
has meant about 16 hours hard work every day for me besides 
the help that my wife is giving me. We are doing this as 
a favour to the Departinent and also as our own wish to do 
the best possible for the Indian people here on Christian 
Tsland. f every wember here were to speak the truth I 
am certain that they would have to admit that we have put 
forth our very best effort to serve your people since our 
coming to Christian Island. Many times strong rebukes 
have caused us to gulp down that lump in our throats, say 
a silent prayer, straighten ourselves away and press 
forward. Just a very short time ago we were accused falsely, 
and because it was impossible to reason with the party in 
question, we were forced to gulp harder and try to forget. 
We are fortunate of course, in having a person of your 
intelligence and understanding to deal with. I meant to 
tell you that last November and December I had two offers 
to accept other teaching positions, one of them as 
Prineipal of a Public School. Although the appeals were 
strong I refused both offers primarily because of the 
conditions which would have resulted on Christian Island 
by two families leaving at once. I can say this to you 
Leonard, because I know you will give it some earnest thought. 

You have intimated however, your personal willing- 
ness to have your boy attend the ReC. School with your little 
girl. T understand the reason which you have given, but it 
will be necessary for you to make Application for Transfer 
with reasons. If you should make Application and it is 
granted, Junior will be required to change his Religion. 
Sister Black has intimated this fact to me and it isa only 
reasonable to expect Sister Black to carry out her duty 
in this respect. Everyone however, in my way of lowking 
at things, is entitled to the Religion of his or her choice. 
Tt is therefore not my wish to interf@re in either zor 
choice of School or Religion for your boy, but may 
suggest that much discipline will be exacted regardless of 
your choicee To my mind there is no easy way. 

I trust that I have made myself clearly understood, 
Leonard, and that if a change is made it will be done legally 
and mutually. If you so desire,Application for Transfer 
will be made from this Office upon receipt of an order from 
youe In the meantime I ask that you continue sending Jr. 
to his usual School. TI shall try to find out the reason 
for the boys' discontentedness in School.

Dear Leonard :- 

It is also with regret that I have received your 
note of 16-23-42 . I have read the contents several times 
pea endeavoured to fathom the perturbed atate of your 
mind. 

First of all, let me congratulate you on the 
English you have used in your letter and the courteous manner 
in which you have expressed yourMMKZ feelingse It is not 
always that Mrs. Cowan and I have received notes so notice- 
ably courteous. 

I shall try to explain on paper the incident in 
question, as it appeared to me and as it occurred. 

It wou seem that this winter most of the irreg- 
ularity of attendance reported from Miss Elford's room has 
been in regards to the boyse The girls, in general, seem 
to be very anxious to attend. As yet I have not succeeded 
in discovering altogether just why the boys are not as 
anxious to attend as the girls. 

On several occasions Miss Elford reported to me 
certain absence and in most cases I suggested that she 
herself write a note to the parents. 

It so happened one morning that I was just pass- 
ing the School on my way to the Office, when Miss Blford 
shouted to me that two boys were running away from the 
school through the bushe ‘The children were being called 
in to school. When I inquired who they were, I was told 
that Junior and Charlie King had gonee On a previous occ- 
asion when I had asked Simpson for the reason of absence of 
his boys, he told me that they should not be absent as they 
were sent from home- He asked me to bring a little pressure 
to bear on them for playing truant. With thie in mind , I 
concluded that there was no alternative but to act at thie 
timee Accordingly I sent a bigger boy to bring them back. 
While waiting I broke a switch from a bushe I did use the 
switch on them a couple of times as they ran ahead of me 
to the school. As you have intimated, the bogg were more 
frightened than hurt. I feel quite safe in saying that I 
am certain your boy would have been dealt withmore severely 
by you as parent had you caught him on a similar occasion. 
We all know of course that reports are somewhat exaggerated 
and undoubtedly this report was no exception. ‘The very 
fact that your boy did not report to you seems evident to 
me that he did not suffer severe punishment. The snow was 
fairly deep and the boys ran just far enough ahead of me 
so that I could not have used the switch unduly even if I 
had desired to do so. It has always been my policy to 
naintain reasonably strict discipline but I have never been 
are! of using severe methods except as a last resort. 

is incident was not a last resort and the punishnent 
employed was not severee 

I discovered later that one of the older boys 
had been telling Miss Elford certain untruths concerning 
Junior. I veprinanded Bhe boy strongly for his false 
reports. This was done in Miss #lford's classroom during 
school hours as a means of letting all children know that 
such false reports would not be tolerated. 

I had not heard anything further concerning the 
incident and err ap, until Sister Black reported to the 
Agency Office that Junior was in attendance at the RC.

This school is in good condition. The residence 
and class room constructed on a cement foundation. The 
Superintendent advised that euthority has been obtained 
to purchase storm windows. 


The present enrolment is 22 and is expected to 
increase to 27 when the school opens in September, 


The desks in this school are also in a poor 
condition. I would recommend that 28 new type desks be 
authorized - 10 small, 10 medium and 8 large. The at- 
tendance on July 18th "showed only that five children 
were at school ~- 11 had gone berry picking. 


The annual migration of the Indians from the 
Reserve during the berry picking time is seriously affecting 
our school attendance during the last two weeks of June, 
as noted above. The thought occurred to me why not cut 
down the Christmas and faster holidays, or possibly start 


school earlier by opening in the autumn one week sooner. 
I understand the schools are supposed to commence on 
September 7th. If they are started one week earlier, then 
the class work could be arranged so that school would be 
closed on June 15th, or thereabouts and get in the full 
school fear.

are many Indian schools much more accessible and much more 


congenial for a teacher than Long Lake, which are vacant, 
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because teachers cannot be found who are willing to go to 
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those places. 
I am solicitovs for the educational and mor~ 
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al welfare of the Indians, but I must in conscience advise 
the Department against the expenditure of money for schools 
in places where they would produce little or no good.

About a month ago when i was up at that point,Geo Taylor 
"4" asked that a small school be erected and a Teacher supplied.He stated 
that he could assure an attendance for fully nine months of the year,if 
the school was kept open during the sumer monthse 


As you are aware,there is no Reserve at this point,but these 
indians have been located here,and have had their trapping headquarters 
here for several generations.The Hudson’s Bay Jdompany has a small frad- 

store here,kept by one of the taylors,and there are three or fuur 
fairly good indian houses. 


The people are very badly in need of instruction in various 
ways and appear to reyuire the protection that a fair teacher might 
= - ie to give, against the olass of white men who usually infest such

The place is beautifully situated,and quite of access, 
at all times of the year, only a short distance down the iver from 
the regular rlag Station on the CoN Railway.

In youte I veg to say that these Indians belong to the 
Martin's Fulls Band Reserve at Long Luke. They are hunting Indiane 
, and do not live on their Reserve but wander around the country, 
hunting, and are never a sufficient length of time in one place to 
\ educate their children, The Department cannot establish a school 
f off a Reserve, and, as these Indians do not reside on their Reserve

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we are not prepared to consider their request to establish a day school. 
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As you étate the parents are anxious to have their 
children educated, a number could no doubt be placed in the Chapleau 
Indian Residential School, I shall be pleased if you will endeavour 
to persuade the parents to allow their children to be sent there. 

The Chacleau School can no doubt accommodate a number of these 
children. Owing to the nomadic habits of these Indians, it is 
considered that a day school would not be satisfactory on account of

It 
te-bad enough when they are admitted and develop the 
disease afterwards, but to take them there to have them 
die and affect the others is too serious a matter, if 
it is merely to say we have our schools full. 


CANADA 
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Surely the Department cannot but view 
the ravages this disease has made amongst the pupils 
of the Chapleau School during the past three years with- 
out very grave concern. I believe I am right when I 
state that since I gave up the Principalship at the end 
of March 1923, no less than 22 who were then on the roll 
have either died in the School or at their own homes or 
at some Hospital from this disease. I think 1 can also 
safely say there are three or four more that will die. 
With a knowledge of these conditions, it is small wonder 
that the authorities find it difficult to persuade the 
Indians to send their children to the Boarding School.

With reference to the advisibility 
of opening new schools in this Agency, I would 
recommend that provision be made in the 1930-31 
estimates for additional Day Schools and 
Residences, viz, Long Lake and Mobert. 


At Long L°ke there are approximately 
50 children who are not attending any school. 
The parents of the majority of these children 
will not send them to the B,arding School. 
Consequently these children are running wild on 
the Reserve. 
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Similar conditions exist on the 
Mobert Reserve, where there are at least 30 
children of school age. 


To give you an idea as to public 
opinion, I might also say, that I have received 
communications from white people at Long Lake 
and Mobert, aaeeny if it would be possible to 
open day schools for the Indians.

a meeting was held, end the Mev. We. jury spoke on 
behalf of the Indians of the Martin Falls Band, who are 
Anglican. The missionary pointed out the Indians have 
moved back to their Reserve and 14 houses were constructed 
for this Band last summer, and there will be between 35 
to 40 children running around the Reserve who should be 
attending school. 


The Band passed a resolution asking the 
Department to build a school and residence, and I pointed 
out it was impossible for the Department to do so this 
year. The indians said they would be willing to use their 
own funds if the Department would make a refund when 
financial conditions are better. The Indians are going 
to build a church on the Reserve during the summer and 
are anxious to build a school. This Band have a capital 
fund of approximately $100,000.00, and are able to provide 
funds for the construction of a school and residence which 
could be built for $3000.00 or $4000.00. ‘The work would 
also provide food supplies for the Indians of the Long 
Lake and Martin Falls Bands during the summer. 


I would appreciate it very much if you would 
advise me regarding the above as I just received a second 
letter from Rev. Bradbury, Indian Missionary, Nornepayne. 

I trust this letter finds you all in the very 
best of health. ‘The family are getting along famously. 

I presume Mr. Paget will celebrate on the lst 
of June.

attended school. ‘The approximate cost of constructing 
the school and residence will amount to $5000.00 

which could be deducted from our Capital Account, 

and at a future date if conditions are better the 
Departent could possible give our Band a refund 
covering the cost of the school. 


As you will note our missionary, Reve 
wy. Bradbury, has signed the resolution and has 
also writting regarding the urgent necessity of 
building a school for our children. 


we trust the resolution will be forwarded 
to the Department as soon as possible.

For the Department's information I may 
say 14 homes were constructed by the Indians 
last summer to encourage the Indians to live 
on their Reserve, cultivate their land, and grow 
vegetables and root crops, as it is almost 
impossible for the Indians to derive a living 
from hunting. There are approximately 45 
children who should be attending school, and 
as the Band are willing to spend the money from 
their own Band funds for the construction of the 
school, I would strongly recommend that their 
request be granted. 


If the Department approves of the 
enclosed resolution it will encourage the Indians 
to live on their Reserve, and also give 
employment to the male members of the Band, who 
will possibly have to be assisted with rations. 
In this way it will insure employment for the 
Indians during the summer months. 


1, part 2) 


In conclusion 1 may say the 45 
children of this Band have never had the 
privilege of attending school. Under the 
circumstances I would strongly recommend that 
a school be built during the summer months. This 
school has been recommended officially to the 
Department during the last 2 years, and 1 was 
under the impression the school would be built 
by the Department this spring.

‘A communication has just been 
received from the Rev. Mr. Bradbury, Anglican 
Missionary, for the Martin Falls Band, asking 
if it would be possible to open a temporary 
school at Morrison River. 


This Band have also constructed 15 
log houses at Long Lac, where their Reserve 
proper is situated, and where they live 
during the summer months in order to cultivate 
the land, and grow vegetables. They return 
to Morrison River for the winter months, owing 
to the proximity of their trapping grounds. 
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Mr. Bradbury informs me that the 
Indians have constructed a temporary jog 
school, and have contributed small sums of 
money for tarpaper, roofing and windows. 
Would it be possible for the Department to 
open a temporary school at this point during 
the winter months? In the summer months the 
school could be carried on in one of the 
buildings at Long Lac. 


CANADA 
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A good Anglican teacher can be 
obtained for $40.00 per month. I would con- 
sider it in the Department's interests to open 
a school at this point, as there are over 30 
children of school age who are not receiving 
any education. ‘The Indians on the Martin Falls 
Reserve are Anglicans, and do not wish to send 
their children to St. Joseph's Br,arding School.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
2nd instant, file 9-18-1, regarding further prospects of the 
re-opening of the Martin Falls Indian Day school. 


In reply I may say that the reasong I did not 
answer your letter was that this same question was taken 
up with Mr. P. Phelan on one of my visits to Ottawa, and 
I pointed out that it would be necessary to wait until 
the summer of 1939, in order to ascertain if the pulpwood 
company at Little Long Lac are going to give the Indians 
pulpwood concessions at the South end of the lake. If 
these concessions are given to our Indians, it will mean 
that the two reservations situated at Long Lac will be 
able to receive continuous work. The Long Lac #58 reserve 
is situated on the Can. National Railway. The reserve 
where the school is situated is approximately four miles 
from the station. If both of these bands could obtain 
work away from the railway, they would be far better off. 


For the Department's information, I may say that 
4t 18 very difficult for the Indians to secure work in 
the vicinity of the town of Little Long Lac, consequently 
t is hoped that final arrangements can be made this summer 
o secure work for both of these bands. In the meantime 
I would strongly recommend that settlement of this question 
be left until after treaty payment. 
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With reference to establishing a school during the 
summer at the Martin Falls school I may say that this 
question was taken up with the Indians and owing to survey 
work which was going on last summer, a large percentage 
of the male members were on survey parties and their 
families moved with them to the opposite end of the Lake. 
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In conclusion, I may say that I consider it 
adviseaple to go into this question very thoroughly before 
any definite decision is made. I will be very pleased to 
report on the above, directly after treaty payments.

‘The residing missionary, Reverend 
Father Couture, of the Society of Jesus, told me of his 
keen desire to do something to assimilate those Indians 
to our ways of life, to our civilization.

From that time on, I have adopted his 
mission and I supplied the funds to ersct a good and 
modern building, including two classrooms, & hall for 
household science, a well lit and clean basement to al- 
low the boys to get useful and healthy distractions. 


The school,-the property of the épiscopal 
Corporation of the diocese of Hearst-, has cost to date 
$13,500 and will be directed by four nuns: two of whom 
are regular teachers, one 4 nurse, the fourth a teacher 
of household science, The four are now in Toronto. 





On the first of November,the staff will be 
on the spot and we expect to start at once with our edu- 
cational work among the Indians. 


I know that it is customary for your depart- 
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My dear Archbishop Charbonneau: 


I have for acknowledgment your 
letter of October 20th and have noted with interest the 
proposals submitted by you for our consideration with 
respect to the operation of the two-room Indien Day School 


at Longlac, 


I have this morning discussed the 
subject matter of your letter with Mr, Phelan, Chief of the 
Training Division, and with Doctor Moore, Acting Superintend- 
ent of Medical Services, The Department will be prepared to 
pay from the outset the salaries of the teachers and we shall 
also be glad to purchase from year to year the wood or coal 
necessary for heating the building, and the costs of caretak- 
ing that may be involved. In view of the fact that this school 
is the property of the Episcopal Corporation of the diocese of 
Hearst and that it has cost to date the sum of approximately 
$13,500., we shall be glad to allow a monthly rental of $45.00 
for the period during which the echool is in operation; or in 
other words, a period of ten monthe during each calendar year. 
My personal opinion is that the Government should purchase this 
building from the Episcopal Corporation; but we have no item 
in our-regular or supplementary estimates now before Parliament 
which would enable us to do so. The desirability of purchasing 
this building is a matter that can be reviewed by the Minister 
at a later date,

\ Phe Longlac new school is a substantial building. 
Unfortunately, the plan for partitioning could have been 
greatly improved. It was too late, however, to do anything 
about the classroom divisions. 


The Domestic Soience room is a little room, ll" x 
12'. As will be noticed it is too small. I have suggested 
that a partition separating this room from the dispensary 
be removed which would leave a room 12' x 24" . 


There is a good basement but it is too low, the 
ceiling being only feet high. The lighting is, conse- 
quently, poor. 


This school is not yet completed. Material and 
labor has been a serious handicap. Only one classroom is 
in operation. This produces crowding and interferience 
as the teachers are working together. This is only a 
temporary arrangemteant and by the end of January should be 
remedied. 


There were forty-one pupils enrolled. A number 
were absent due to sickness, Heverend Father Couture 
expects an enrolment of about sixty.

Material to teach domestic science has been sent 
so that this activity may be undertaken without delay. 
Gardening will be introduced this summer and as the 
teachers remain there the whole year, I have great hopes 
that this activity will be a success.

We are informing the teacher that it is not the 
intention of the Department to provide school facilities at 
Toulose Bay, as it is considered that the children from this 
point oan attend Sagamook school. 


The teacher is also being informed that she should 
intimate to all concerned that, if the children do not attend 
regularly, the question of having them sent to residential 
schools will have to be considered. The children residing
